The Election 


The first Monday in June was another of those fine days, which 
the Ancients have almost come to believe to be one of their pre- 
rogatives. 


The Company marched over the traditional route to participate 
in the regular observances of the day, a full account of which has 
been published in the Record of Captain Seiler’s administration.* 
Lieutenant Colonel Rauscher took over the Command after the 
ritual of the Drum Head Election and the Commissioning of Offi- 
cers by Governor Tobin 


In compiling the Record of each Captain’s Administration, we 
have in mind the thought that this Record has a two-fold mission. 
First and foremost, there must go into these pages a record of all 
activities of the Company, the complete list of Members and all 
changes in personnel, so that there’ shall be a continuing account 
tying the past years to the present and looking as well to the fu- 
ture. It is this continuing procession of events which is the mak- 
ing of history, the steady stream of which flows ceaselessly on 
through the centuries. Is there not then a duty to present a pic- 
ture of contemporaneous events in our social, political and eco- 
nomic life as we see it today, and study it in its relation to the 
past, and its impact upon the future? These Records are not 
*Errata. In Captain Seller’s Record there were some mistakes which did injustice 
to men who had rendered faithful service during that year. The following correc- 
tions are noted and apologies offered to those who thus failed to receive recognition 
for the time and effort they gave to the Company, and their whole hearted support 
of their Captain. On page 27 Captain Hyde and Sergeant Bennett are listed as 
Flankers. It should have read Sergeant N. Russell Lynn Right Flanker and Captain 
‘Allan Roy Kingston Acting Left Flanker. These men were also recorded as parading 


in the fourth Section of the Infantry Wing. On page 27 Captain James E. Bagley 
should have been listed as Judge Advocate.: (Ed.) 
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written for today’s reading alone, but barring accident and dis- 
aster will live forever and give future students of history a valu- 
able source for research. What may prove to be an event which 
will mark this year as one to take its place among the great years 
of history is England’s giving up her control of India. It has been 
said that England laid the foundation of her Empire when she 
presented India with a “sight draft” at the point of a gun. If that 
is true she has cancelled that draft now that she has “turned India 


back to the Indians”, and for the first time for over 70 years a . 


reigning sovereign of England no longer styles himself “Emperor 
of India.” Here is one of the great experiments of any nation try- 
ing to prove itself worthy of self government, because “a nation 
which desires freedom and self government must prove itself 
worthy of that freedom”. As the first great nation to attain to 
that eminence of freedom, we shall anxiously watch to see if India 
with her millions of people of different castes and religions can 
prove that a true Democracy can be made out of these political 
and social elements. 


As this Record is being written, we have just passed the second 
Anniversary of V. J. Day, and may well pause to ask ourselves 
some searching questions. We remember our horror as we read 
of the death of so many of our fine youth, the permanent maim- 
ing of so many more, and our determination that those who came 
back should have a better and fairer life. Have we given them 
that? Does living in a Quonset hut, the inexcusable lack of proper 
housing, compelling young families to double up in parents’ 
homes give a fairer life? Does the high cost of living, starting the 
deadly spiral of inflation, the swollen profits of so many war con- 
tractors, the many Congressional investigations which seem to get 
nowhere and to have only political repurcussions? Do all these 
tell the returned veteran that he did not fight in vain? 


We remember the strong bond between many Nations uniting 
themselves against a common enemy, yet now we see those same 
Nations beginning to quarrel among themselves over geographical 
boundaries, the most common cause of war. We fought to estab- 
lish Democratic principles of justice in all Nations and to destroy 
Dictatorships and Tyranny, yet now we see the most powerful

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Dictatorship in history pitting itself against those principles and 
setting Nations against Nations. 


What shall be the result? Shall a war more terrible than any 
in history with the dreadful impact of the Atomic bomb, loose 
itself on the world, or shall this Nuclear Fission lead us in the 
ways of Peace? Have we won the War, only to lose the Peace? 

We put these questions in this Record hoping that readers of 
later Records will find the answers to be that these trying days 
have passed and that we shall have come to a Peace which shall 
pass all understanding and a far better way of life among all 
Nations. 


We have spoken before of the different personalities of Cap- 
tains, some being business men, some military men and some pro- 
fessional men. The Drum Head Election this year gave us a Cap- 
tain who combines many of these characteristics in one person. 

Colonel Raymond F. Rauscher, physician and surgeon, is of 
that generation of professional men who went directly from their 
technical studies into the service of their country during the 
World War I period. The experience, and additional training de- 
rived under these conditions, contributed very greatly to his suc- 
cess in private practice. 


Born in Lawrence, Massachusetts, July 14, 1893, and having 
completed his early schooling there, Dr. Rauscher took up the 
study of medicine in this country and abroad, doing post-graduate 
work and research in London, Paris, Berlin, and Vienna. He 
served his internship at Lynn Hospital in 1916 and 1917, and 
then enlisted in the United States Army Medical Corps. He was 
commissioned a First Lieutenant and was assigned to the work of 
a Casual Medical Officer. 


Upon receiving an Honorable Discharge, he established himself 
in the practice of his profession at Lynn, Massachusetts. During 
his entire professional career, he has been on the staff of the Lynn 
Hospital, and only recently relinquished the Presidency of its 
Medical Staff. Now he is a member of the Honorary Staff. He has 
traveled extensively both in this country and abroad. 


His record in our Company is as follows: Joined May 7. 1934; 
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First Lieutenant, 1942-43; Assistant Surgeon, 1941-42; Surgeon, 
1944-45; Member of the State Guard Company sponsored by 
this Company, from its beginning, as First Lieutenant and pro- 
moted to Captain. He was transferred to the Massachusetts Or- 
ganized Militia, State Staff in 1945 and discharged in 1947 with 
the rank of Colonel. He holds membership in: American Medical 
Association, Massachusetts Medical Association, Lynn Medical 
Society, Boston Orthopedic Association, Lynn Rotary Club, Lynn 
Chamber of Commerce, Masonic Bodies, York and Scottish Rites, 
Shrine, and Jestors. 


Contemplating Captain Rauscher’s plans for the year, and 
viewing his Officers and Staffs, we predict that this will be a good 
year for the Company. It will be interesting to note at the end of 
his Administration, how this prediction will be met by his accom- 
plishments.

Upon completion of this ceremony, Captain Rauscher, through his 
Adjutant, Colonel Walter J. Flanagan, issued his first General Order 
announcing his appointments, after which the lines were formed, the 
Company passed in Review before the new Officers and the Parade made 
to the Copley Plaza hotel for the Anniversary Day banquet and cere- 
monies. 


THE THREE HUNDRED NINTH FALL FIELD DAY 


SEPTEMBER 28 TO OcTOBER 3, 1946 


This year, Ottawa, Canada was the objective of the Fall Field 
Day Tour of Duty. While the members had been informed of the 
plans made, it was not until we were actually there that we real- 
ized how precise and minute these plans were. From the moment 
of our arrival until the departure, those plans had their full frui- 
tion in the conduct of the trip. 


As the record of each day is unfolded, many high spots of 
drama and interest will be noted. Not the least of these was the 
reference to our last visit to Ottawa in 1934 under the leadership 
of Captain Paul O. Curtis. Among our guests were those, high in 
the military and civic life of the City of Ottawa, who remembered 
his high standard of leadership and their long friendship with 
him and, as during the banquet all rose in his memory, our own 
sense of loss at his death was deepened. To many of us who knew 
him so well, he will always be remembered as a casualty of the 
war. While he took no active part in combat he, together with 
many others of his age, found the strain of conducting business 
under conditions resulting from the war, too much for his 
strength. Intense, in everything he undertook and meticulous to 
the last degree in every detail, he rendered to our Company a serv- 
ice which marked him as one of our great leaders. We can only 
say with Byron “could not the Grave forget Thee and lay low some 
less Majestic, less Beloved Head?” 


It was in 1934, under Captain Curtis and to the City of Ottawa, 
that our present Commander, Captain Rauscher, made his first Fall 
Field Day trip. Now, twelve years later, in the same city, the same 
hotel and the same room, he, as the Commanding Officer, pre- 
sided at his own Fall Field Day celebration. Thus is the mantle of 
Elijah fallen upon Elisha. Captain Rauscher felt the benediction 
of Captain Curtis’ memory as so many of the Teading men of 
Ottawa paid tribute to him. 


As if Ottawa had decided to show us what it could do in the 
way of weather, the thermometer reached 85° on the day of our 
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arrival. The next day, it was still in the 80’s, Monday it had 
dropped into the low 40’s and Tuesday we awoke to temperatures 
in the low 30’s and a raging snow blizzard which blanketed the 
city. It would have been a tragedy if this storm had occurred 
during the day of the parade and our out-of-door activities. 


SaTuRDAY, SEPTEMBER 28, 1946

In accordance with General Orders No. 2, the Company as- 
sembled at 7:30 A.M. and following the regular calls, paraded 
to the North Station where, at 8:50 A.M. a special train was 
taken to Ottawa Canada. The trip was marked by the usual good 
fellowship and visiting among the members and guests. The ride 
through the beautiful countryside of Massachusetts, New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont was restful and though the day was hazy, we 
enjoyed the lovely view of rivers, plains and hills as each was 
unfolded in Nature’s best panorama. Arriving in Canada, the 
Company was met by representatives of Canadian and Ontario 
Governments, the Mayor of Ottawa, high-ranking service officers 
and other distinguished civic officials accompanied by a regi- 
mental band. From the station, the Company, preceded by Pipers 
of the Cameron Highlanders, paraded to the Chateau Laurier 
which was to be the headquarters for the trip. 


Sunpay, SEPTEMBER 29, 1946

After breakfast, the members took specially chartered busses 
to Brockville, Ontario, a 75-mile trip. At Brockville, we embarked 
in several launches for the trip through the Thousand Isles in 
the St. Lawrence River. These islands vary in size from mere dots 
in the river to islands several miles in extent. Lunch was served 
at Alexandria Bay on the American side of the river. The return 
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trip was marred for some by being made in heavy rainstorm and 
fog. Upon landing at Brockville, the members were entertained 
at the Armory of the Royal Canadian Regiment where dinner 
was served in the Officers’ mess.

CAPTAIN RAUSCHER: It is a tradition of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, at the time of 
the Fall Field Day Tour of Duty, to pay respects to the war 
dead. At this time I have pleasure in presenting our own mem- 


ber, General Alfred F. Foote. 


Lieurenant Generar Atrrep F, Foore: Your Excellency, General 
Foulkes, my comrades of the Canadian Army and my comrades of the 
Ancients: Before proceeding, General Foulkes, may I express a word of 
appreciation of the fine appearance of these troops. We of the Ancients 
feel highly honored at haying such a fine body of men as our escort. 


I have always loved soldiers, and I glory in that part of my long service 
with the colors of my country which was served as an enlisted man. The 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, the oldest 
military organization in the western hemisphere, has come to this beautiful 
capital city of the great Dominion of Canada to extend to you the right 
hand of fellowship, hoping that in our small way we may be ambassadors of 
good will from our United States to your Dominion of Canada, 


As you may haye seen, most of the members of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company of Massachusetts are older men. Many of our 
members haye actively served long years with the colors of our country. 
One of the traditions we greatly cherish is to promote the nobility of arms, 
Therefore I speak to you as a soldier. 


With the return of our victorious troops from the battlefields of the 
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world, after victories that cost us so much in sacrifice and suffering, 
naturally our minds dwell on things military. Those of us who have seen 
long service know only too well the sacrifices which our men and your 
men have made. We know how it feels to be hungry and thirsty, I think 
we have all experienced the night on the battlefield with the dead and the 
dying, only to face the fateful dawn of another day and go on and on. 
We, like them, have knelt beside the body of a dying comrade and, with 
a prayer on our lips have had to leave him and go on. We may well share 
with these younger soldiers the fellowship, the sunlight and the shadows 
of a soldier’s life. 


Never yet was a country worth living in unless its fathers, its mothers 
and its wives were willing to give their dear ones to the defense of their 


nation, and unless the sons and daughters were willing, if need be, to die 
for their country. 


I wish I might be able to say a word of comfort to those who have 
loved and lost, to the fathers, the mothers, the wives. We know full well 
the anxious days and nights you have spent when there was no news; and 
then, when the bad news came, we know the grief that was in your 
hearts, Sometimes my own grief over the loss of my comrades seemed over- 
powering, but somehow I came to see and understand that this was God’s 
way, and I take comfort in the fact that they died gloriously, fighting for 
their very homes, loved ones, defending those principles of liberty for 
which our two great nations stand, 


We too, in our country, have vacant chairs in thousands of our homes. 
We share with you the kinship of anguish and sorrow. But I know that 
we both have an abiding faith that our loved ones who gave their lives 
are in the hands of the Almighty and Everlasting God. Too much is 
being said these days that those who gave their lives in World Wars I 
and II died in vain; for those who say this also say, “We have no peace.” 
This is a fallacy, to which I cannot subscribe. Peace is a variable thing. 
Liberty is a variable thing. But let me remind you that if the Dictators 
had won we would have had no peace and we would have had no liberty. 


No, dear mother; no, Your son did not die in vain. He died that we 
might have this precious heritage of liberty. He died that we might be 
able to live our lives as free men. He died that we might be free from 
any fear of the concentration camp or the wall. Dictators may come, 
but they will all go down into oblivion if we are as true to our heritage 
as our sons have been to theirs. I believe sincerely that just so long as 
we want this precious thing called liberty, just so long will we find it 
necessary to defend it, and to defend it to the death, if necessary. 

And what does that mean? It means that your country and our country 
must reorganize their armies for the defense of the nations, We must have 
all the materiel necessary to wage modern warfare for the defense of our 
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liberties. Yes; that we must have, until God in his wisdom allows us to 
make wars so devastating and so destructive that victor and vanquished 
alike will be all but annihilated. And we know that only faith, the spirit 
of religion, the trust in God Almighty, can ever lay the foundation of a 
lasting peace. Our prayers should be continuous that all men, all nations 
might be brought to the knowledge of the Fatherhood of God our King. 
In that way we may prove ourselves worthy of the sacrifices that have 


been made for us. 


To all mothers, noble and brave: 
Your sons did not give their lives in vain. 
They fought and died, a world to save; 
And freedom’s light shall never wane. 
O, God: a mother’s prayer to Thee on high: 
Give peace, we pray, in all the land. 
Make us to know that Thou art nigh. 
Thy will de done, O God, our King 
Tf we must fight and we must die 
Then grant, O God, that we may bring 
All men to Thee; for Thou art nigh. 


Soldiers of the great Canadian Army, who have borne yourselves with 
such magnificent fortitude, I salute you. The Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts salutes you. We pay humble tribute to your 
comrades who have paid the last, supreme sacrifice. May their souls rest 
in peace. 


Hon. Doveras AxBpotr: General Foote, officers and members of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts: First, General 
Foote, may I express to you my thanks for the words you have spoken with 
respect to the armed forces of Canada. I am happy, both personally and on 
behalf of the Government, to welcome you to the capital of our country. As 
General Foote has indicated, your Company has a unique history. Its origins 
go back over four hundred years, to the year 1537, when the Honourable 
Artillery Company was founded in London, England. A little over a century 
later, in the year 1638, some of the members of the Honourable Artillery 
Company found themselves in Boston and, desirous of continuing their 
military work and their interest in military affairs, they organized the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 


To-day we in Canada are honored in having as our guests the present 
members of that illustrious Company. It has been a real thrill for me to be 
present at this parade and inspection this morning. Over the past years the 
soldiers, sailors and airmen of our two countries have marched together on 
many occasions. Your visit and this parade and inspection serve to remind 
all of us, I think, of what good friends and good neighbours the people of 
our two countries are.

I hope your visit will be a happy one, so much so that in the not too 
distant future you will see fit to visit us again. 

Following these speeches, the Company, escorted by troops 
from the Royal Canadian Regiment and other service personnel 
and preceded by the R. C. A. F. band, paraded to the War Mem- 
orial where Captain Rauscher laid a wreath at the base of the 
monument. This was one of the most dramatic moments of the 
trip. With the Company and its escorts formed as a square, Cap- 
tain Rauscher was the focal point. While the band played that 
great hymn “O God our Help in Ages Past”, Captain Rauscher 
stepped forward. With slow measured tread, the center of all eyes, 
he approached the monument. Laying the wreath, he stepped back 
and stood for a long moment in silent contemplation. To those 
watching him, he seemed lost in thought as if he were communing 
with the souls of all departed heroes of all nations, whose last 
great sacrifice might be regarded as being memorialized here. The 
moment paused, past and was gone, but for us, sharing with him 
those solemn thoughts, it was one of the moments which lie deep 
in our memories. Then saluting the Memorial and turning to face 
the Company, the Captain paused again as if to bring his mind 
hack from those exalted thoughts to the practical duties of the 
occasion. The Band then played “The Star Spangled Banner”, the 
Canadian Anthem and “God Save the King.” The parade was re- 
sumed to Majors Hill where the Company was dismissed. 


In the Afternoon, our United States Ambassador to Canada. 
the Honorable Ray Atherton, received the Company at his resi- 
dence at Rockville Park. The reception was planned by the 
Ambassador's wife who before her marriage was a member of the 
Hunnewell family of Wellesley, Massachusetts.

Mr. Chairman, Mr, Toastmaster, distinguished guests and gentlemen: 
Thank you first, Mr. Toastmaster, for the toast you proposed to the Dom- 
inion of Canada. I am more than gratified that you have asked me to respond 
to this toast. 


I have some personal satisfaction, too, in this invitation; and it is two- 
fold. I have a certain personal connection with the State of Massachusetts. 
It is rather remote, but -when I read this morning that the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts had been chartered in 1638 
it was brought home to me that one of my paternal ancestors, George Abbott 
by name, had landed on the shores of Massachusetts just five years after 
your Company was chartered. In the course of time, via New Hampshire, 
Vermont and Quebec, his successors became Canadians, and I am now a 
resident of the Province of Quebec and a Minister of the Dominion Govern- 
ment. 


The second personal reason I have for being gratified is because of my 
association with the artillery, since as your Chairman has indicated I rose 
from the ranks, I served in the artillery in the First World War. 
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Our country, like yours, recently had a visit from one of our distinguished 
soldiers, Field Marshal Montgomery. Addressing a convocation at McGill 
University, at which he was granted an honorary degree, he said that the 
teaching of history is that if you want peace you must understand war. 
Unfortunately we do not yet live in a world where we can afford entirely to 
dispense with our military establishments; and those of us who are concerned 
with and interested in military matters have perhaps a special responsibility 
in that regard. When I refer to the military traditions in both your country 
and mine I do not refer, of course, to a tradition built up around a large 
permanent army, a large standing army, but rather to that tradition of 
citizen soldiers ready and willing to fight for the defense of their country 
in time of need. 


And now in conclusion, Mr. Chairman, may I say it seems to me that the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, ancient in its 
history and honorable in its renown, admirably illustrates the importance 
of such traditions.

Mr, Toastmaster, Captain Rauscher, honored guests and fellow citizens: 
It will be a great pleasure for me to convey to our Prime Minister of Ontario, 
the Honorable George Drew, and our local representative in the Boxverument, 
the Honorable George Dunbar, the kindly expressions which you have 
uttered this evening concerning our beloved Province. The Honorable George 
Dunbar was unable to attend because of an emergency cabinet meeting 
which gave every indication of lasting on into the evening and possibly 
until to-morrow morning.

The last occasion on which I had the honor and pleasure of meeting the 

Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts was in this 
city in 1934, 


Since then I have experienced two events in my life which have been 
particularly interesting and particularly memorable. One was the second 
World War in which, even at my advanced age, I became more or less 
involved. The second was a visit to your City of Boston, in August of this 
year, at noon hour on a Monday, when I inadvertently quite wrongly apprised 
the situation in busy Boston at twelve noon. We wanted to see the city, 
and very carefully proceeded down through the port area, up through the 
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financial area and eventually into the hotel area. In the car, we had a 
nineteen months’ old baby which was becoming extremely restless; we had 
two English ladies with us who were asking for the location of the Boston 
Tea Party, and a partner who had heard a lot about Filene’s. However, it 
was a remarkably happy visit, and to my dying day I shall never forget the 
approach to Boston from Portsmouth on that magnificent highway which 
makes Hitler’s autobahn look very much like a country turnpike. 


I have been requested by the Honorable Mr. Dunbar, representing the 
Province of Ontario, to present to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts, as a token of the regard of the Province of 
Ontario a plaque bearing the coat of arms of this Province. I hope, Captain 
Rauscher, you will accept this from our Province; and in presenting it to 
you I wish to convey to you how happy we are, as citizens of this Province, 
to have been entertained by you, and how grateful we are for the spirit of 
comradeship which you have brought to our Province and our city from 
the great Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the famous City of Boston.

Honorable gentlemen, Captain Rauscher, members of the clergy, dis- 
tinguished guests of the Dominion of Canada, my comrades of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts—and ladies in the 
gallery; I seem to be the first to have taken the opportunity of greeting the 
ladies. As our Commander has told you, Governor Maurice J. Tobin of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts is unable to appear here to-night and 
speak to you. He has asked me to extend to you, sir, and the guests here 
to-night his greetings and also his regret that it has been impossible for 
him to be here. 


It is unnecessary for me to tell the members of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company of Massachusetts of your history or your accomplish- 
ments; but to this group of Canadians I should like to state that before 
you and with you sit a number of men who are leaders in their communities 
in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Not Boston alone is represented 
here, but the entire Commonwealth. 


We have with us on this trip two hundred members of this great organiza- 
tion, and I know they would want me to say to you, that we do appreciate 
the wonderful reception we have been given here. 


To-day I was fortunate enough to be able to parade with this group to 
Parliament Hill, where we heard addresses by our own General Foote 
and the Minister of National Defense of the Dominion of Canada. From 
there we proceeded to the National War Memorial, dedicated to those who 
lost their lives in World War I. The solemnity of that ceremony was most 
marked. Not a sound was heard. No commands were given, but our own 
Captain, with measured tread, placed a wreath on the monument to the 
memory of those men who made the supreme sacrifice in the first Great War. 
The marching units provided by this great Dominion were absolutely perfect 
in their precision. It looked almost like West Point, and to me West Point 
is the last word in perfection. 


At one time the great Commonwealth of Massachusetts touched the borders 
of this great Dominion of Canada, in what is now the State of Maine. 
During all the years the borders of the United States of America and the 
Dominion of Canada have been adjoining, we have acquired many deep 
impressions: two nations with a record of never having had a squabble 
that amounted to anything serious in two hundred and seventy-five years; 
two nations who have never known a Maginot or a Siegfried Line; two 
nations who demand no passports for travel between them; two nations who 
have followed practically the same way of living; two nations who have 
contributed to the growth of our universe; two nations who have set an 
example for the entire world to follow. 


THE FALL FIELD DAY 23 


To-night let us say humbly that if only the world could follow the 
practices of this great Dominion of Canada and the United States of America, 
what a happier world we would have to live in. 

Gentlemen, I have concluded my speech for the Governor of Massachusetts. 
Now I want to say something on my behalf, as Mayor of Attleboro. Mayor 
Lewis, I come from a community which is known as the jewelry city, the 
jewelry centre of the world. When the citizens of my community learned 
that I was coming to Ottawa to pay you a visit they asked me to bring 
you a token of the skill and craftsmanship of my community. So to-night 
it is my pleasure to present to you from the citizens of Attleboro, Massa- 
chusetts, this little gift. Whenever you wear it, Mr. Mayor,—or your Worship, 
as they call you in Canada—I trust you will think of the citizens of Attleboro 
and the esteem and affection in which we hold you. 


(The gift from the Mayor of Attleboro to the Mayor of Ottawa was a 
swank set for men, representing the craftsmanship of the citizens of Attle- 
boro, Massachusetts. In addition the Mayor of Attleboro presented to Captain 
Rauscher a similar set, also representing the craftsmanship of Attleboro 
citizens.)

Caprain RauscHer: I understand that the speaker who will 
respond to the toast, to the City of Ottawa, is a mere youth, thir- 
teen years of age, since I understand his Natal day comes but 
once every four years. During this time, however, I am told that 
he has been Mayor of this beautiful city of Ottawa for the past 
twelve years. He attended the Coronation in London and received 
the King and Queen in Ottawa in 1939. Gentlemen, I give you 
one of Canada’s greatest sportsmen, His Worship Mayor Stanley 
J. Lewis of Ottawa. 


HIS WORSHIP STANLEY J. LEWIS 
Mayor or tHe Ciry or Orrawa 


Mr. Toastmaster, Captain Rauscher and gentlemen: You know, in some 
of the countries of the world the chief magistrate is often called My Lord 
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Mayor, but in your country and my country the chief magistrate is sometimes 
referred to as “My God!” and you have before you to-night the chief magis- 
trate of the capital city of Canada. This Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts comes from that great City of Boston, the home 
of the bean and the cod and the Boston Red Sox—and may you never be 
shut out in the world’s series. I want to thank Mayor O’Neil for his very 
lovely gift he has brought from his city, and to say that I extend those 
thanks on behalf of the citizens of my own city. 

Within the last twenty-six years you have paid two official visits to 
Ottawa. In its physical aspects this city has changed a great deal in that 
time, as you will have noticed; and we are proud to have you here. 


In its prospects for future development as a capital there also have been 
great changes in this city. Plans for a great and impressive Federal capital 
area, if carried out, should bring satisfaction and pleasure to all Canadians. 

In those twenty-six years we, as you, have been through many experiences: 
a boom, a depression, a war and a victory in the shadow of The Bomb— 
and now a “nuclear fission” peace. You see in Ottawa the promise of a 
great capital; but in the shadow of our Gothic Houses of Parliament we 
have the same heaving mass of problems and trouble as you have in the 
shadow of the Capitol in Washington. 

It has not been considered good form to mention these things on occasions 
such as this, but what I want to say is this. These problems of ours—and 
yours—have to be faced and settled; and, what I would particularly em- 
phasize as being very important, they have to be settled the right way. 
I give you the thought to take with you and do what you can with it, that 
it is vital to us and to the building of a strong citizenship and a good 
civilization in these countries of ours where we talk so much about democ- 
racy, that the solution should not be that everybody must be helped but 
that everybody must be helped to help themselves. 

Personal initiative was brought to these countries by the pioneers. It is 
one of our most precious heirlooms. With all our emphasis on free enter- 
prise, government and business should cherish personal initiative; for if 
we kill it we kill the goose that lays the golden egg. I believe that if we do 
not find some way of helping our citizens to help themselves, to stand on 
their own feet and not to lean on authority, you gentlemen who hail from 
Faneuil Hall, which is called the Cradle of Liberty, may go back some day 
and find that liberty is still in the cradle.’

MAJOR WILLIAM H. ELLIS 
REPRESENTING THE Mayor oF Boston 


Mr. Toastmaster, Captain Rauscher, Reverend Chaplains and distinguished 
gentlemen of the United States and Canada; members of the armed forces, 
members of the Company, and guests: It is a distinct honor to respond to 
the toast to the City of Boston, the home city of the oldest military organ- 
ization in this western hemisphere. 


We are pleased to be here and to be entertained by His Worship the 
Mayor of Ottawa and distinguished members of the Canadian Government. 
This is a most charming and beautiful city. I understand that Ottawa is 
termed the Queen City of the Dominion. We are proud of the friendship 
that exists between your people and our people. We are proud of that 
unfortified boundary line which has no battleships, no armed infantry, 
no artillery and along which for more than a century the stirring drums 
and bugles that sing of conquest and victory have been silent. 


We have demonstrated to the world for more than one hundred years 
that we can live in peace and quiet and friendship with a neighboring nation; 
and there is no reason why that cannot be extended for two or three 
centuries more. 


I have been requested by His Honor James M. Curley, Mayor of Boston, 
to extend the right hand of fellowship to the Mayor of Ottawa and the 
Canadian officials, from the people of Boston to the people of Ottawa, and 
to express the hope that between this glorious Dominion, this Lady of the 
Snows, the land of the Maple Leaf and our great Republic there may be 
eternal friendship. 


Caprain RauscHer: Gentlemen, I have just been made aware 
of the fact that I committed a very grave mistake, though perhaps 
it cannot actually be blamed on me because after all I was only 
reading from the list which was handed to me of guests at the 
head table. There is one guest, however, whose name was not read 
from that list; that is Major General Weeks, who has been so 
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helpful to us in arranging this program. I hope General Weeks 
will accept my apologies. 


I thank you very much, gentlemen, for your kind attention. 
I believe we have had both a very interesting and very enjoyable 
evening. There still remains much of our itinerary to be carried 
out, covering the remaining days of our visit to Ottawa. I want to 
conclude this Three Hundred and Ninth Anniversary Banquet 
with the wish that during that time we may continue to enjoy the 
good fellowship and hospitality of our Canadian friends. Once 
more allow me the privilege of sincerely thanking all those who 
have helped make this Fall Field Day such a success.

Fellow Americans of the Dominion of Canada: 


In the glory of autumnal splendor with the beautiful maple leaf foliage 
shining out like a victorious banner, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts made the journey to Ottawa, the-Imperial Capital 
City of the Dominion of Canada on their Fall Field Day. True, they carried 
arms—but those arms extended the handclasp of neighbors and friends 
across the invisible border along the banks of “Old Man River” the St. 
Lawrence that bears on its bosom the Thousand Islands, a joint heritage 
of two countries. These boundary lines reach to the realm of the skies filled 
with planes, symbol of a freedom that now reaches the very portals of 
heaven. 


As the visiting comrades of our Corps turn the pages of Field Day mem- 
ories, the two visits to the Queen Capital City of Canada, Ottawa, will 
retain cherished remembrances of a comradeship that was mentioned by 
President Harding on his visit to Canada when he addressed you fellow 
Americans of Canada as “neighbors who can borrow eggs over the back 
fence and talk over things as friends.” 


From the moment of our arrival, greeted with the bagpipes of Auld 


a) 
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Scotland recalling the traditions of many forebearers whose beloved Robert 
Burns sang the songs of brotherhood “A man’s a man for a’ that, for a’ 
that”, with the stirring refrain “Should auld acquaintenance be forgot”, 
heralding the joys of acquaintance which n’er can be forgot. The parade, 
ceremonies and tributes at the War Memorial were an impressive reminder 
of the comradeship of two World Wars. The home-like welcome of Ray 
Atherton, our American Ambassador, at Rockcliffe found him and his 
generous wife living the life of real Canadians in the true spirit of neighbors. 
The rides about your parks and Queenly city were a revelation of beauty, 
and beauty is a utility, ever an inspiration to liberty-loving peoples. 


We were deeply interested, hailing from the Bay State, that Ottawa was 
first settled by Philemon Wright, born in 1760, at Woburn, Mass., and that 
Nicholas Sparks from the auld sod in Ireland first settled in Ottawa in 1826 
and his full name was used in christening the main street of your city. 


The ten Provinces of Canada are an outstanding example of Democracy 
and like the people from the States there is a thrill of loyalty when the 
Province or State of nativity is mentioned. These Provinces or States while 
enjoying intense loyalty are bound together in an intrepid unity hallowed 
by an individual honor which suggests the close ties of the family homes. 
In the selection of this Capital City of Ottawa an example of efficient 
arbitration is revealed. The selection of this city as Capital of the Dominion 
was made by the gracious and beloved Queen Victoria. She chose Ottawa 
on the borderline between Ontario and Quebec, the Provinces contending 
for the location of the Dominion Capital. It was this same noble and 
gracious Queen Victoria who welcomed our own Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts to Windsor Castle on a Fall Field Day. 
It was this same beloved Victoria whom our own beloved Commander Walker 
greeted with a toast, “Victoria, a queenly woman and a womanly queen”. 
Your own King George is a member of our Company and of the Honourable 
Artillery Company of London whose memberships extend from sea to 
shining sea across the vast deep. 


The pledge of allegiance that stands out in the 309 years in the history 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery is the closing words of a Declaration 
of Independence that emphasized the full meaning of the word “honor” in 
these words “We mutually pledge to each other our lives, our fortunes, and 
—our sacred honor”. The word honor seems to be almost forgotten today 
in the relations between nations inspired with power politics. The Disar- 
mament Conference at Washington after the First World War assumed that 
there was honor among nations who solemnly signed a sacred pact to disarm 
and bring an era of peace. This pact was violated and the dreams of peace 
and of eliminating the instruments of war were shattered and now we have 
the atom bomb, which again calls for honor among nations, among races 
and in our own home affairs. That is one reason why we are proud of the 
honorable ideals that inspired the English parent Artillery Company to 
live up to the full meaning of the word “honourable”. 
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If our Allied Nations in their deliberations can only be imbued with the 
spirit of Canada and the United States with that sense of honor and patriot- 
ism that finds expression in the still places of the soul and the hidden 
chambers of the heart with a prayer for Divine help and guidance we will 
soon witness the dawn of a world peace. I greet you to-night as an irredeem- 
able, irreclaimable optimist as to the future that will come to our afterselves, 
the youth of to-day. 


Eight score and ten years ago this declaration of hope was heralded to 
the world with a bell proclaiming peace to all the inhabitants of the earth. 
The echoes of this bell are heard to-day around the globe.—In darkest 
Africa and in the glimmering light of Asia — that historic declaration sealed 
with sacred honor, is a climactic word emphasized in these turbulent times 
when new vows are taken with sacred honor which stands out as one of 
the cardinal virtues proclaimed by Plato of ancient Athens as Justice. Peace 
treaties are of no avail without honor—they are but scraps of paper and 
that is why I vividly recall the hissing through their teeth sounds as the 
Japanese signed the Disarmament Pact. The solemn vow was soon forgotten, 
then came Pearl Harbor, and then came General Douglas MacArthur at 
Bataan and Corregidor, but under the dark cloud he took a vow “I will 
return” and he did return and now, we fondly hope, is rehabilitating 
Nippon with the full meaning of what a solemn vow of honor means in the 
establishment of a new era in the Orient. 


After visiting thirty countries and meeting and mingling with the people 
and those in authority I find that the word honor means more than ever 
to-day. Honor in the family ties; honor that is glorified in the marriage 
vow; honor that is mentioned in the Ten Commandments; honor that should 
prevail in the governments of all nations; honor that will be permanent 
in business life, and industrial relations between labor and capital; the 
honor that is the most sacred attribute of every individual. 


When that realization comes to human kind the star that came in the 
blue dawn of Bethlehem will shine as never before upon the peoples of 
the earth with the “light of peace on earth to men of good will and under- 
standing”, and to-night I greet you with that high hope that I am sure 
permeates the hearts of you dear sturdy folk of Canada and our own United 
States. May we, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company live up to 
the historic and ancient standards we have borne through these centuries is 
with an earnest prayer and wish for you and ours as we say “Hail and 
farewell” to Ottawa and the glorious Dominion of Canada. We are returning 
with new inspirations from our neighbors and friends across the border. 
May I express this sentiment in the words of my dear friend Sam Walter 
Foss, whose poem was chosen as a favorite in my Heart Throbs book: 
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“Let me live in a house by the side of the road, 
Where the race of men go by — 
They are good, they are bad, 
they are weak, they are strong, 
Wise, foolish —so am I. 
Then why should I sit in a scorner’s seat, 
Or hurl the cynic’s ban? 
Let me live in a house by the side of the road, 
And be a friend to man.”

WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY CELEBRATION 


The Company was well represented at the Governor’s public 
reception in the Hall of Flags at the State House, after which the 
members assembled in the Armory for a brief Company meeting. 


At noon the Company held its traditional Washington’s Birth- 
day Dinner and reception to the Governor. The Governor, an 
active member of the Company, is the ninth generation in lineal 
descent from William Bradford, Governor of the Plymouth Col- 
ony in 1621, 1635, 1637, 1639 and 1645. Some of these were the 
years contemporaneous with those during which John Winthrop, 
who granted the Charter to our Company in 1638, was Governor 
of the Massachusetts Bay Colony. During 1931-1935 Mr. Brad- 
ford was Executive Secretary to Governor Ely. In 1938, he was 
elected District Attorney of Middlesex County and re-elected in 
1940. In 1944, he was elected Lieutenant Governor. In 1945 he 
was elected a member in this Company and in 1946 was elected 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. He made an 
earnest scholarly speech devoting it to the absolutely necessary 
obligation to keep our nation strong and militarily powerful if we 
are to survive as a great world power 


Stating that the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company will be the 
only large military outfit available to parade in South Boston on Evacuation 
Day he said we have so few members of the Armed Forces in this section 
of the country that the Army can send only one band from this side of 
Maryland, the Navy only a small complement of men; the National Guard 
is but a National Guard on paper and the State Guard has been demobilized. 
Hence he concluded the Ancients have the only unit of any size that can 
parade. 


He said: We cannot junk our tanks, planes and ships and scrap our guns, 
while the small and helpless nations of the world see in our strength and 
unselfishness the hope of humanity. If we throw away that strength we 
jeopardize not only our own safety but the hope of countless millions in 
all parts of the globe, who look upon us as the guardians of justice. 


We are weary of war. We have had enough and more than enough of 
the bloodshed and sorrow which are the unhappy consequences of war. 


These are the natural reactions of a people who have gone through the 
most terrible and costliest conflict in the world’s history. But if this war 
has aroused in us such sentiments, it has also, I hope, made us wise. It 
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has made us see that we cannot scrap all our guns, junk all our tanks and 
planes and ships, reduce our Army and Navy to the point of impotency. 


We cannot do this thing, we cannot repeat our mistake and preserve 
the security which we have won at so frightful a cost. We cannot weaken 
ourselves and still win that just and lasting peace for which men of good 
will are desperately striving. 


Of our Company, the Governor said that it is the only place in the world 
that such gallant fellowship exists, where colonels become lieutenants at 
an election and a captain commands them all and we all look like 
Russian Commissars. 


Lieutenant Governor Coolidge said there is an all-Ancient team 
at the head of the state, as both he and the Governor are members 
of the Company. 


Captain Rauscher presented the Governor with a silver military 
comb and brush set as a memento. 
Other speakers included: Rear Admiral William Derby of the 


Coast Guard; Colonel Albert S. Christie, representing Major 
General Horace L. McBride of the First Army; and Major 
William H. Ellis representing Mayor Curley. Chaplain Captain 
Fred B. Kellogg gave the invocation and read Washington’s prayer.

RESOLUTION ON THE Deatu or Paut O. Curtis, Past COMMANDER 
January 13, 1947 


Mr. Commander and Comrades: 


On behalf of the Committee appointed by our Commanding 
Officer to present resolutions on the passing of our esteemed mem- 
ber and Past Commander, Captain Paul O. Curtis. I respectfully 
submit the following: 


Captain Paul Curtis passed away suddenly on September 24th 
at his home in Weston at the age of 53 years. He graduated from 
Brown University in 1915 and joined the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company in 1916. He served as Second Lieutenant 
under Captain Hudson in 1921, as First Lieutenant under 
Captain Malley in 1926 and became Commander of the Com- 
pany in 1934. During World War I he served as a special 
agent for the Federal Bureau of Investigation, and was later com- 
missioned a Captain in the Army of the United States. He was a 
Knight Templar, member of Aleppo Temple of the Mystic Shrine 
and the Elks. He was also a member of the University Club and 


the Brown Club of Boston. 


In the death of our comrade, coming in the height of his career 
as an officer and active member of our Company, there has been 
taken from our midst a man whose contribution to the essential 
activities of our organization has left a vacancy most difficult to 


fill. 


Falling suddenly in the prime of life at a time when convales- 
cence and early return to health and normal activities seemed 
assured, his loss came as a crushing shock to all who knew him. 
Captain Curtis had, as an officer and more particularly as a mem- 
ber and Secretary of the Finance Committee, demonstrated and 
proven himself among the leading sound and guiding minds of 
our Company, and from his activities in this field he will be 
seriously missed. 
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Ever kindly, courteous and considerate in his relation to his 
comrades. at all times his main effort was directed to the protec- 
tion of the best interest of the Company as a whole and in no 
sense to the promotion of special privilege or any private, per- 
sonal or political interest which might endanger the general wel- 
fare of our organization. 


And now he has passed over the glittering horizon into the 
eternal rifle-pits beyond, from whence none return. Just a little 
ahead of us who will follow in our allotted time. We mourn his 
loss and shall long miss him from our midst. 


Now be it resolved that this expression of tribute to our de- 
parted comrade be adopted and spread upon the records of the 
Company and a copy sent to his family.

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HISTORICAL ARTICLES 
By Captain Wallace D. Riddell 
June Frevp Day or 1768 


Several regiments of British troops were quartered in Boston 
in 1768, being encamped on the Common. On the June Field Day 
of the Ancients, they being under command of Lieutenant William 
Heath (afterwards made Major General in the Revolution) it ap- 
peared that the Ancients’ exercises would interfere with the roll- 
call of the British troops. The British officer commanding there- 
upon sent orders to Lieutenant Heath that he must retire without 
beat of drum and that there must be no firing at the deposit of 
their standard. This order was laid before the Ancients who una- 
nimously opposed it but Lieutenant Heath, believing it his duty 
to comply with orders of a superior officer in his Majesty’s service. 
marched the Ancients to Faneuil Hall in silence and without fir- 
ing. This appeared to some of the officers as an infringement of 
their privileges and there was much murmuring and complaining 
against Lieutenant Heath. One of them, Hopestill Capen, then 
Orderly Sergeant, resented it so highly that he went to the top of - 
his house after the Company was dismissed and fired his musket 
three times. 


General Heath, after the American Revolution, was several 
limes candidate for the office of Governor or Lieutenant-Governor 
but he was an unsuccessful candidate until 1806 when he was 
elected Lieutenant-Governor. Many think that the episode on the 
Common was a cause for his unpopularity. He was, however. 
elected a Commander of the Ancients in 1770. 


Governor ANDROS AND THE Minitary Company 


Sir Edmund Andros arrived in Boston on December 20, 1686. 
with a commission from James II for the government of all New 
England. One of his first acts was taking possession of the Old 
South Church, a Congregational meeting house, for the use of the 
Episcopalians. The two congregations occupied the church in 
turn—the Episcopals in the morning, and the Congregationalists 
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in the afternoon, or according as it was more convenient for the 
Governor. This was a bitter blow to the Puritans of Boston. 


The Governor also took over control of the press by means of 
licenses and as a consequence very little was printed in Boston 
during his term. He restrained marriages by requiring bonds 
with sureties and permitted only Church of England ministers to 
officiate. He removed members of the Council at will, made laws, 
laid taxes, controlled the militia, tolerated no public printing 
press and sustained himself by force, and the rights and privileges 
of the people were generally trampled under foot. Some time in 
the summer of 1686 it is generally believed that Andros and his 
secretary, Randolph, destroyed or stole all the records of his ad- 
ministration and there is now no trace of them left in the office 
of the Secretary of State. 


In 1687 Andros suppressed the meetings of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company and we have no records of the Com- 
pany until April, 1691. There were no spring and fall trainings 
and no election on the first Monday in June. 


In 1632 a fort was begun on what is now Fort Hill Square and 
it is interesting to note that five members of the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company contributed five pounds each to com- 
plete it. 


In April of 1689 news reached Boston of the landing in Eng- 
land of William of Orange and the deposition of King James. 
The bearer of the news was a member of our Company. The town 
went wild at the news and the drums beat to arms. Governor 
Andros and some of his followers sought the security of the fort 
and were surrounded by the Train Bands. A meeting of the citi- 
zens was held in the Town House and a letter was drawn up, 
signed and sent to Governor Andros demanding the surrender of 
the Governor and the fortification. Of the fifteen signers of this 
letter, eight were members of the Ancients. Governor Andros sur- 
rendered to Captain John Nelson, a member of the Ancients who 
was in command of the soldiers. He was detained a prisoner in 
the house of John Uster, also a member of the Company. The 
fifteen signers of the demand upon Governor Andros were joined 
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by twenty-two others who formed a “Council for the safety of the 
people and conservation of the peace”. Two members of our 
Company were chosen as treasurers, one was chosen Commander- 
in-Chief and one was chosen as the clerk. 


Thus it will be seen that members of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company took a leading part in the deposition of 
Governor Andros and the formation of a Provisional Government. 


Ancients Durinc THE AMERICAN REVOLUTION 


The Company held no meetings during the Revolutionary War. 
Many of the members were engaged in it as officers and the others 
were not so disposed as to render it possible for meetings. It is said 
that small groups composed of those few left at home occasion- 
ally met but no record was made or duty done. The following 
anecdote is related by one of the members to illustrate the feel- 
ings and views of the people of that day. 


In 1775 before the Company suspended its regular meetings, 
the Common was occupied by the British and the Ancients were 
refused admittance. Captain Bell, in command, therefore marched 
the Company to Copp’s Hill where they performed their exercises 
and evolutions. Some years after this a question arose in town 
meeting as to whom the hill belonged and some one said it be- 
longed to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. The 
Treasurer of the Ancients, Colonel Joseph Jackson, was sent for 
and he declared that he considered it their property, a mortgage 
upon it to them having long since run out and that Captain Bell 
with the Company had taken possession of it in 1775. This seemed 
to prove to the satisfaction of the Town Counsel that the Hill be- 
longed to the Ancients and it was soon sold by the Company. 


Tue Company IMMEDIATELY AFTER THE REVOLUTION 


From the spring of 1775 until August 4, 1786, a period of more 
than eleven years, the Company did not assemble or hold any 
regular meetings. Major William Bell, the Commander who had 
been elected in 1774, was still alive and with the few surviving 
officers and members took steps to revive the Company. At the

meeting on August 4, 1786, it was voted that Captain Bell should 
remain in command until the next Anniversary Election in June, 
1787, and the surviving commissioned and non-commissioned 
officers filled vacancies by appointments from the ranks. 


It is recorded that on the Fall Field Day of 1787, fifteen men 
were all that were numbered in the ranks. The growth of the 
Company, however, soon thereafter was rapid and the Company 
returned to its usual quota. 


Tue ANCIENTS IN THE War OF 1812 


On the 14th of July, 1814, Captain William Howe, then Com- 
mander of the Ancients, issued orders to call the Company to- 
gether on the 18th of July. The United States was then at war 
with Great Britain and Boston was threatened with invasion. The 
Company assembled but found that their lieutenant and three of 
the sergeants were officers of the militia and on duty in the field 
with other regiments. The ensign was elected to the office of 
lieutenant and the fourth sergeant to the office of ensign; four 
oldest active members not commissioned were directed to perform 
the duties of sergeants. , 


; Many who had formerly been members volunteered and again 
joined the Company. Considerable drilling was done and the 
Company performed its regular Fall Field Day duty in October. 
On the 7th of December, 1814, the apprehension of danger hav- 
ing subsided, the Company was restored to a peace establishment. 
Before the spring campaign opened, peace was concluded. 


THE NEW COMPANY SECRETARY. 


The revised Rules 
and Regulations author- 
ize the Standing Com- 
mittee, at their discre- 
tion, to engage the 
services of a full time 
paid Secretary, his du- 
ties being particularly 
to perform the clerical 
work of the Paymaster, 
Assistant Paymaster and: 
Clerk, also to perform 
such clerical work as is 
necessary in assistance 
to the Officers and 
Committees. 

Vested with this au- 
thority the Standing 
Committee voted to en- 
gage the services of 
Colonel Fred E. Pereira, a member of the Company since April 
15, 1929. Colonel Pereira brings to his duties a well trained 
mind, both in knowledge of military matters and administrative 
work. Born and brought up in Chelsea, Mass., he is a gradu- 
ate of Chelsea High School, Boston University College of Busi- 
ness Administration, Coast Artillery School — Battery Officers’ 
Course, Chemical Warfare School, Coast Artillery School — 
Field Officers’ Course, Anti-Aircraft Artillery School and In- 
fantry School. A veteran of World War I and World War II. he 
has been in military service twenty-eight years. during which time 
he has commanded everything from a Squad to a Camp. He served 
our Company as Adjutant during 1939, 1940 and 1941 and was 
appointed Adjutant in June, 1946 to fill the term of Colonel Ar- 
thur N. Payne, who was killed in an accident the night before the 
June Anniversary. His ancestors have fought in. and at least one 
has died in. every war in which the Country has been engaged 
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since, and including the Mexican War, the Civil War, Indian 
Wars, Spanish-American War, and in World War I, in which he 
lost his oldest brother. Being inclined to the military even as a 
boy, he was a member of the Boys’ Brigade from 1914 to 1916 
inclusive. This organization was more military in its operations 
than the Boy Scouts. After being rejected sixteen times for defec- 
tive vision, he finally enlisted in the Army in 1918, and was in 
Officers’ Training School at the time of the Armistice. After the 
war he served two years in the Massachusetts State Guard and was 
out on Police Strike duty one hundred days. In 1920, he joined 
the 5th Co., Ist CDC and served through all grades up to and 
including Captain. On September 16, 1940, he was called into 
the Federal Service and served six years, during which time he 
commanded a Battery, Battalion, Regiment and finally a Camp. 
He was on the AGF AAA Inspection Team and certified for over- 
seas services numerous AW, Gun and Searchlight Battalions. 
While commanding the 235th AAA Gun Battalion he conducted 
experiments with the Third Airforce in directing bombers to their 
targets by Radar. Asa result of this work, planes were so directed 
later in combat. While attached to the 77th Infantry Division, he 
made the first use of AA to protect Infantry Divisions while in 
bivouac and on the march. After VJ Day he commanded Camp 
Croft, an Infantry Training Center in South Carolina, which was 
his last Command. 


Colonel Pereira has now filled this office for a year and the 
results of his work have clearly shown the wisdom of the Stand- 
ing Committee in appointing him to this important position. This 
is a full time job and Colonel Pereira is at the Armory every 
week day, except Saturday, from 10 to 4. This arrangement cen- 
ters the clerical and administrative work of the Company in the 
Armory and under the supervision of one person through whom 
all the affairs of the Company pass to proper channels. 


VISITORS TO THE ARMORY AND MUSEUM. 


It has been said many times that some of the citizens of Boston 
are not aware that we have in our Armory one of the best Military 
Museums in the country. Yet it must be well known outside of 
our own circle because of the number of those from near and far 
who visit it. This year, our Custodian, Captain Storrs L. Durkee, 
has listed these visitors by locations and presents us with some 
rather surprising facts. 


During the year 1946-1947, six thousand eight hundred visitors 
registered, and Captain Durkee states there were many times when 
visitors did not sign the register. 


Of the registered visitors there were persons from every State 
in the Union. They came also from the Belgian Congo, Casa- 
blanca, Morocco, the Canadian cities of Alberta, Brockville. 
Hull, Manitoba. Montreal, Ottawa, Quebec, St. John, Saskatcha- 
wan, Toronto, from China and West China, Cuba, Denmark, Eng- 
land, France, Greece, Hawaii, Honduras, Ireland, Italy, Latvia, 
Mexico, Newfoundland, Puerto Rico, Pribilof Islands, (Alaska), 
Roumania, Scotland, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, Turkey, Vene- 
zuela and Wales. 


We were also visited by Boys’ Clubs. Girls’ Clubs, Public 
School Classes. Sunday School Classes, Trade School Classes. 
From Boston University came a class in American History Re- 
fresher Course, the class consisting of some twenty odd boys 
and girls. The teacher of this class stated, after listening to Cap- 
tain Durkee’s lecture, that her young people had gotten a more 
intimate and practical lesson in American History than that af- 
forded by most text books. 


In addition to those mentioned above, we were visited by per- 
sons attending Conventions in Boston such as—Veteran Organiza- 
tions, Horticultural Convention, Catholic Educational Convention 
and Meat Producers’ Convention. 


Of notable individuals there were United States Senators, the 
Superintendent of the Crow Indian Reservation, the Baseball 
Commissioner, College Presidents, Warner Brothers Moving Pic- 
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ture Director and Staff, the Graduating Class of the Massachu- 
setts Maritime School, and members of the famous Hammerstein 
theatrical family of New York. 


Captain Durkee, our Custodian, a long time member of the 
Company, and well acquainted with its history and traditions, 
has prepared a series of lectures which give complete accounts of 
all the articles of historic interest in the Armory and as complete 
as possible accounts of the many articles in the Museum. Many 
of the visitors come in groups and these groups are taken on a 
tour while Captain Durkee delivers his informative lecture. The 
compiler of this record has attended several of these lectures and 
can recommend to the members of the Company that it would be 
a pleasant and instructive way to spend a little time. 


Who can appraise the influence such visits have upon the imag- 
ination of people representing as they do a cross section, not only 
of our own country, but of the world? 


So far as we know, except for occasional casual mention in our 
Notices and Annual Records, no definite statement such as this 
has ever been made of the value of our Military Museum to the 
community at large. 


The Armory and Museum are open every day except Saturday. 
Sunday and holidays. The Company maintains a salaried Custo- 
dian and the City. a Superintendent of the Building. Visitors 
invariably comment upon the immaculate appearance of the 
Tooms. The City has just finished completely renovating our 
{uarters and the space occupied by the Museum, and the Super- 
Intendent, Hector M. Campbell and his Assistant. John Sheehan, 
keep it in spotless condition. 


Our Honorary Member, His Honor Mayor James Michael 
Curley had stated that when repairs and repainting of the outside 
of Faneuil Hall were completed he intended to have Fancuil Hall 
itself repainted and redecorated and that our quarters would be 
included in the work. When this work was started it was under 
the supervision of James A. Sullivan, Building Commissioner of 
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the City of Boston. who had received -strict orders from Mayor 
Curley to engage the best interior decorator and to see that our 
quarters received careful attention. All the paintings in Faneuil 
Hall and our Armory were removed from their frames and cleaned 
and restored by a staff from the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, than 
whom there could be no better experts for this difficult undertaking. 
The panels and all other woodwork were given several coats of 
gloss paint. the floors were cleaned and refinished, and the entire 
premises are now immaculate. We are grateful to the Mayor for his 
interest in this project and to Commissioner Sullivan for his un- 
tiring efforts in our behalf.

SERGEANTS’ ACTIVITIES 
1946-1947 


Immediately after election of the 1946-1947 Sergeants. Captain- 
Elect Raymond F. Rauscher called a meeting of the newly elected 
Officers and Sergeants in the library and outlined his program for 
the coming year. Present at the meeting were First Lieutenant- 
Elect Edward J. Kane, Second Lieutenant Elect Lawrence F.

J. Penney where final arrangements were made for a moonlight 
sail and the date was set for June 24, 1946. The sail was attended 
by a capacity crowd of comrades and guests. Seilers famous clam 
chowder and a box lunch were served. There were games and 
professional entertainment. It was a warm humid evening on 
shore and the bright moon and sea breezes of Boston Harbor 
made it a perfect evening for the trip. 


The date June 24th has a double significance as that night 
about midnight First Sergeant Garrett’s wife gave birth to a bux- 
om baby boy. 


At another meeting held at Sergeant Penney’s office, it was 
voted to have an outing at Pemberton Inn, Hull, Mass., on August 
28, 1946. This outing was attended by 300 members and guests, 
some of whom drove to Rowe’s Wharf, parked their cars and took 
a cool sail to Pemberton.

Visit or Lirutenant J. EpwArD GRINFIELD-CoxweEL, A & HAC 


Towards the end of July we were glad to welcome at Armoury 
House Lieutenant Grinfield-Coxwell, Laison Officer between the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company and The Honourable 
Artillery Company who had flown the Atlantic for a short visit 
to this country. 

Unfortunately rationing restrictions and a defect in the kitchen 
equipment which had manifested itself were obstacles to more 
official entertainments but Lieutenant Coxwell was good enough 
to spare time to join us at our usual lunch on four occasions. 
The American Association and the Boston Society duly notified 
their members, with the result that a considerable number seized 
one or more opportunities to meet him. 

Naturally members of the 1938 Delegation predominated, but 
there were also present on occasions Sir Frank Newson-Smith. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Percie C. Cooper and Mr. F. A. Mostyn, who 
were in the 1903 Delegation, and Major R. C. Cole, Captain F. Y. 
Bright and Mr. T, H. James, members of both memorable parties. 
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With obvious interest those present heard Lieutenant Coxwell 
speak of the doings of the “Ancients” and he stood up well to 
the concentrated fire of questions about personalities with whom 
members had made particular contacts.

Following the custom observed for many years, the Officers, 
members of the Staffs and others spent the night at the Copley 
Plaza Hotel. Early in the morning Reveille was sounded and fol- 
lowing breakfast, the Officers went to Kings Chapel Burying 
Ground and laid the traditional wreath at the tomb of Captain 
Keayne. At noon the Company assembled at the Armory where, 
after lunch, lines were formed and the Parade made to the Old 
South Church for the Church Service. Halts were made at City 
Hall and the State House where.the Mayor and the Governor 
joined the ranks. 


With Captain Rauscher’s administration coming to a close it 
is well to review some of the high lights of his year. We have 
published the tribute to Captain Paul O. Curtis whose death left 
a vacancy difficult to fill. The Company is to be congratulated that 
our Past Commander, Captain James J. Curry was elected to fill 
the vacancy on the Finance Committee, bringing as he does, the 
experience of a long and successful business and financial career. 
as well as a profound knowledge of the history and affairs of 
the Company. 


Captain Rauscher gave unstintingly of his time and means and 
proved to be an efficient and capable leader and that he was 
strongly supported by the members is shown by the unusually 
large attendance at the regular meetings which, unless made in- 
teresting may so easily fall into a dull routine. Our members found 
themselves looking forward to these meetings, knowing there 
would be a large gathering of congenial friends. The day at the 
Race Track was an out-of-the-usual type of event and much en- 
joyed. Lieutenant Coxwell’s visit to London and the parent Com- 
pany brought us in closer touch with conditions in England as 
shown by Major Cole’s letter. The Fall Field Day is fully reported 
earlier in this volume, but should be mentioned as one of the 
outstanding events of the Administration. The Church Service 
called out one of the largest attendance we have had in years, 
During the year the Committee on changes in Rules and Reeula- 
tions completed their duty and the Company adopted the revised 
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edition. As there had been no changes since 1929, during which 
interval a World War had been fought and won, these changes 
were of great importance to the Company. During the year the 
State Guard Company, sponsored by our Company was formally 
disbanded with a well deserved “Well Done”. Another important 
change was the employing of a paid, full time Secretary of the 
Company, adequately filled by our member, Colonel Fred E. 
Pereira. A well deserved tribute was paid to our Assistant Pay- 
master, Lieutenant Rudolph Wismer, who has served the Company 
so well and so long. The statistics for Changes in Personnel show 
an increase in membership of 41, an excellent record. On several 
occasions Captain Rauscher hospitably entertained groups of the 
members at his beautiful summer home which is situated on one 
of the highest points of land in Essex County. Altogether, we 
may say that the prediction made earlier in this volume, that this 
would be a good year, was definitely proved to be correct. 


THE CHURCH SERVICE 


This year, the Church Service was a real departure from those 
of previous years, in that more publicity was given, and more 
enthusiasm thus awakened. Each year the members have been 
urged to remain and help make creditable showing at the Church. 
More than ever this was stressed this year. The members realized 
that the Captain had made valiant efforts to make this Service 
one of the high points in his Administration and the large attend- 
ance showed their determination to support him. Colonel Rauscher 
had secured as the Preacher, a man who had a nation wide repu- 
tation as a Radio Preacher and Minister to one of the great 
Churches in New York. For the first time in many years, the 
Boston papers gave generously of their space in anticipation of 
the Service. There is no doubt this publicity brough the Company 
to the attention of the public in a large way, as was evidenced 
by the fact that the Church was filled almost to capacity. Perhaps 
the best way to record all this in this volume is to print the 
article which the Clerk wrote for the papers, some of whose ed- 
itors printed it in full. It was evident that this historical sketch 
of the part religion has had in the Anniversary celebrations of the 
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Company made a deep impression upon the minds of the citizens 


of Boston. 


FAMOUS RADIO PREACHER COMING TO BOSTON 


Rev. Dr. Sockman to preach the Anniversary Sermon at the June Anni- 
versary Church Service of The Ancient And Honorable Artillery Company. 


For over 300 years, on every First Monday in June, (with the exception 
of a few years during the Revolutionary War) the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts, has held its famous Drum Head 
Election on Boston Common. Previous to the Election, the Company has 
held a Church Service, and for so many years that it has become a tradi- 
tion, this Service has been held in the Old South Church. 


Chartered in 1638, this Company is the oldest military organization on 
the Western Hemisphere, and during this more than 300 years, many eminent 
Divines have served the Company in preaching “The Artillery Sermon” as 
it was called in early days, or the “Anniversary Sermon” as it is called 


today. 


This year Colonel Raymond F, Rauscher, who commands the Company 
has secured the Rev. Dr. Ralph W. Sockman to preach to the Company, 
on June 2, at the Old South Church. 


The Rev. Dr. Sockman has been the Pastor of the great Christ Church 
(Methodist) in New York City, for the past 23 years; he is the Guest 
Preacher over a coast-to-coast network (N.B.C.) every Sunday morning 
at ten o’clock and is heard by more than two millions of people weekly. 


‘Last summer he travelled extensively through Russia by invitation of the 


Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America. He is a member of, 
and at present Chairman of, the very important Peace Commission of the 
Methodist Church. His mail-bag each week contains from 4 to 5 thousand 
letters and requests! He was listed last year by a National Poll as being 
among the first ten outstanding Preachers in America today! He is con- 
stantly in demand as a speaker and is considered an authority on religion 
as it pertains to life today, as well as an authority on the relation of 
Religion to International questions. This is an unusual opportunity to hear 
personally one who has a Radio audience of millions of listeners. 


It may be of interest to give the names of some of those who have 
preached to the Company over so many years, many of whom were leaders 
during the early Colonial Days, when Church and State were so closely 
tied together, as well as those who had such influence in later public life. 

Rey. John Cotton preached the sermon in 1651, Increase Mather in 1665 
and Cotton Mather in 1691. These were men who had great influence in 
the early days of the Colony. The Rev. Cotton Mather was the outstanding 
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Minister of his day and it was said of him that he was the most learned 
man and had the best mind of any in the young Colonies. 


The Rey. Jonas Clark preached in 1768. It was in his house that John 
Hancock and Samuel Adams were hidden when the British marched to 
Lexington, their capture being one of the objectives, but, warned by 
Paul Revere, they escaped to Woburn. 


The Rev. Francis Parkman preached in 1815. Not only a great Preacher, 
he was an Historian of note. 


The Rey. Edward Everett preached in 1821, He was a Governor of 
Massachusetts and Chaplain of the National Senate. He delivered the 
oration at Gettysburg, where Lincoln made his famous Address. 


Another famous New England Historian was the Rev. John G. Palfrey 
who preached the Sermon in 1822. 


Rev. Thomas Starr King, who went to California and was known as the 
Firebrand of San Francisco, cleaning out the lawless element in that city, 
preached the Sermon in 1851. 


The Rev. Henry Ward Beecher was to have preached in 1868, but at 
the last moment was unable to attend, and the Rev. R. S. Storrs of 
Brooklyn, N. Y. preached in his stead. 


Our own revered Bishop Phillips Brooks preached in 1872 and 1888. 


The Rey. Edward Everett Hale, who wrote “The man without a Country” 
preached in 1880. 


The Rey. Edward A. Horton, Chaplain of the Massachusetts Senate, 
preached in 1879, 


The Rey. T. DeWitt Talmage preached in 1891. 


In 1892 The Rev. George A. Gordon, who was the minister of the Old 
South Church, where these Services have been held for so many years, 
preached the Sermon. 


This long line of notable preachers has set a standard which many more 
ministers of local as well as National Fame have emulated. Colonel Rauscher 
feels that his choice this year emphasizes the change that has come in 
listener audiences, where now millions of followers seldom have the 
opportunity to see and hear personally, men whom they enjoy listening 
to over the Radio.

Last, but not least, the Adjutant for the coming year, Brig- 
adier General George G. Moyse. 


I should like to take this opportunity to read two of the many 
telegrams that we have received.

I am now going to turn the meeting over to our Adjutant. 
Colonel Walter J. Flanagan, who, according to our custom, will 
act as Toastmaster for the evening

Adjutant Flanagan then proposed: 
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The Second Regular Toast 
THE COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Tue ApjsuTant: The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, a pioneer for 
freedom and law in this Republic of States, a Commonwealth of high ideals 
and standards. Gentlemen, I give you the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Captain RauscHer: To respond to the Second Regular Toast. 
I have the honor to present our distinguished fellow member.. 
His Excellency, Robert F. Bradford, Governor and Commander- 
in-Chief of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


HIS EXCELLENCY GOVERNOR BRADFORD 


Captain Colonel Rauscher, Captain Brink, Your Honor the Lieutenant 


“Governor of New Brunswick, Your Honor the Mayor, Admiral Deyo, General 


McBride, Admiral Baker, Admiral Derby, distinguished members at the 
head table, not forgetting your Honor, Judge Hudson (I find it important 
in this world of sin always to remember the judiciary) ; comrades of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company: 


I noticed that when the toast was proposed to The President we all stood 
up and drank it, but no one responded to the toast. That was entirely un- 
necessary because of the flag under which we all live. But when the toast 
was proposed to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you have been obliged 
to lodge on me as someone to respond to it, I feel entirely unworthy of that 
responsibility. 


In the first place, it seems to me a cruel fate because an English dandy 
150 years ago named Beau Brummel looked well in black that ever since 
that time everyone not in military uniform has been obliged to wear black 
in evening dress. But such is that cruel fate and, as Commander-in-Chief 
of the Ancients, I bow to it. It seems to me a promising thing that I should 
be here tonight to respond to the toast The Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
Among my earliest memories as a small boy is taking the hand of my father 
and going to the Common and watching with the awe and dread that only 
extreme youth can feel toward such an action as we witnessed this after- 
noon the Drum Head Election of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company, and my father, wise as he was, said to me, “Pay no attention 
to some of these men in uniform, but remember the traditions they represent, 
over 250 years (as it was then) of history now being paraded before you, 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, the oldest 
military organization on this hemisphere.” And then to the adoring accom- 
paniment that only a small boy can give to a father, he explained to me 
just exactly what would transpire, how the parade would take place to 
the New Old South Church, how they would listen to services and pay 
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tribute to the departed members of the Company, how they would come 
back to the Common and there hold the Drum Head election. 


In my innocence little did I know what that Drum Head election would 
entail. In fact, as Commander-in-Chief today, I can only say that I was 
as unwitting as a flounder of the duties of politics that passed above me as 
that election took place. But, nevertheless, the fact that the most ancient 
military organization in the western hemisphere was electing officers, to my 
childish mind represented history, history that I could see and visualize 
before my eyes, history in the form of the uniforms that passed in review 
of the various wars in which our country has taken part. I am thankful 
today, that as chief executive I still have been able to see pass in review 
before me those same uniforms and to have witnessed that same tradition 
on the occasion of your 310th election of officers. 

This is a Commonwealth. We live in a Republic, and only in a Common- 
wealth and in a Republic would it be possible for a man whose only 
military rank was that of private in the 110th Cavalry, Troop A, National 
Guard, to sit at the same head table with major generals and admirals and 
all these distinguished members of this head table, and to appear before 
them as Commander-in-Chief. That, may I say, gentlemen of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company, is one of the significant facts of the 
310th election we celebrate tonight. That is, for all of us here, a democracy. 
The tides ebb and flow. The Captain Commanding, Colonel Rauscher, to- 
night returns to the ranks. A new Captain, John Brink, takes command of 
this Ancient Corps. And yet we go on, every one of us, I in my capacity, 
both of private in the Company and of Commander-in-Chief, and all of us 
recognizing and celebrating an historic tradition. It can be meaningless 
or can be full of meaning, depending on how each one of us accepts his 
own responsibility. These are times of challenge. These are times to which 
the American spirit must respond or go under. We can no longer retreat 
from our role of leadership in this world. There are many of us, willingly 
or reluctantly, in the past who have felt that is was traditionally American, 
when leadership was thrust upon us as a nation, to take the attitude of 
the small freckle-faced boy with cheeks of tan, who would scrub one foot 
against the other and say, “Aw, shucks, this isn’t meant for me. I have 
done what I can, I am kind-hearted, I am gentle, I believe in helping other 
people, but gee, ma, I didn’t expect to have to do anything about this.” 
But those days are no longer possible. ' 


We are today, whether we like it or not, the leading nation in this world. 
The only possibility of relinquishing that leadership is that of abject 
surrender, If we do that, we are giving up everything that Three hundred 
and nine years of our Company in this country tells us as a lesson. We are 
giving up the reactive normal response of full-blooded, able, active men 
to a challenge that is today presented to us as it has never been before 
presented, a challenge from which we cannot shrink, because with that 
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challenge comes the inevitable fate of all submissive nations. We can pull 
the covers over our heads as so many small children. We can say, “Forget 
the problems of the dark.” 


To do that is to deny our birthright, deny the history which has made 
this Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company the landmark of the western 
world. Or we can accept that challenge, and with it the individual re- 
sponsibility which goes with our position in the world of today. 


In answering the toast The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, let me 
give you only the motto of our Commonwealth, Sword in hand, she 
quietly seeks peace under liberty. Don’t forget the sword in hand, as our 
forefathers told us, was a most necessary practice to keep aware of our 
individual responsibility for the liberties which so freely we practice and 
so eagerly accept. 

The responsibility is ours, and it is individual. With that responsibility 1 
feel safe in resting the case of The Commonwealth in the hands of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 


Adjutant Flanagan then proposed: 


The Third Regular Toast 
Tue Crry or Boston 


Tue Apjgurant: Rich in tradition, looking ever upward, outward and 
onward, gentlemen, I give you the Hub of the Universe, The City of Boston. 


Caprain RauscHer: There are but few Honorary Members of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, and the gentleman 
to respond to the Third Regular Toast is one of them. He has 
done much for the Ancients, and during the past year had painted 
the outside of Faneuil Hall, which he said would make the Cradle 
of Liberty a respectable “cradle” in which to house the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company. It is a pleasure to present to 
you this evening our Honorary Member, his Honor, James Michael 
Curley, Mayor of the City of Boston, 


HONORABLE JAMES MICHAEL CURLEY 


Worthy Commander, your Honor, Your Excellency the Governor, honored 
guests, fellow members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company: 
Your chairman has made reference to the fact that the old Cradle was 
properly dressed about a year ago, and I want to make apology for not 
being present when the head of the line came along this morning in review. 
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I. was very busy signing the recommendation that had been submitted to 
me as to the adyisibility of spending $15,000 in the employment of the 
best interior painter and decorator to be found in the United States to 
make the old Cradle as resplendent on the inside as it now is on the outside. 


As the Governor has stated, we are living in a most interesting period 
in the history of the world, perhaps one of the most interesting periods. 
We read in the papers within the last 24 hours a report submitted by a 
highly intelligent commission, headed by one of the great contributors to 
the development of the atomic bomb, President Compton of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, and the group associated with him, as to 
the possibility of a four to ten-year war occurring shortly. Tonight an 
article appeared in the evening papers where the Holy Pontiff warned 
the world that the whole globe is in great peril. 


There was a very interesting exhibition in Boston on Sunday last at the 
parade of the Boston High School boys, some 15,000 in number, clad in 
khaki and carrying rifles, and who marched with as great precision as any 
army group ever assembled in the history of martial warfare. I am wonder- 
ing if it would be possible to multiply that in every city in the entire 
Union and at least make those who are required to go out in response to 
the call of country familiar with the rudiments of the Manual of Arms. If 
15,000 turn out in Boston with a population slightly under 800,000, and you 
multiply that by the 128,000,000 of persons that live in the United States, 
it would be possible, if it were introduced in every high school in the 
land, to create in the course of five years a reserve force of 3,000,000 men 
who at least would have some knowledge of how to protect themselves and 
how to handle a musket and how to defend the honor of their country 
should the occasion arise. 


Personally, I believe that it is necessary in this nation of ours that some 
message be sent to the nation, and I know of no body that is more com- 
petent to deliver that message than the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company, in front of whose Armory may be found a statue of one of the 
most important figures in the early days when Liberty had its birth here 
in the city of Boston, Sam Adams. This section here is holy ground. It is 
sacred to the memory of those who dared and made possible the American 
Republic. Of course since then we have established more friendly relations 
than in 1776 with our neighbors across the sea. They did not need ships of 
war of their own; they got those from the enemy. They did not need arms 
and ammunition; they got those from the enemy. But today in this nation 
of ours we have all those things and we are, as the Governor pointed out, 
the most powerful nation in the world, But we should impress our views 
to some extent upon the authorities in Washington who pass on the 
question of appropriations for Army, for Navy, for Marine Corps, for 
Coast Guard and for National Defense generally. We have got to support 
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the Navy, we have got to support the Army, and we have got to be generous 
in that support. Let us not make economies at the expense of the future 
welfare and well-being of the world itself. 

Everyone talks about the possibility of war and the danger of touching 
on that subject. I don’t believe that there is any occasion for war, if 
there was just a little more courage displayed by the American people 
nationally. If we have the courage to say to Russia tomorrow, “Unless you 
agree to a peace based on spiritual and economic justice for all the people 
of the world, you will get no more money, you will get no more food, you 
will get no more aid of any character,” there would be some kind of an 
uprising in Russia, as there was against the Czar, and we would thus 
prevent the danger of going down that same bloody road from which there 
is no return, that road followed by Hitler, followed by Mussolini, and by 
every dictator since the world began 


Adjutant Flanagan then proposed: 


The Fourth Regular Toast 
Tue ARMY OF THE UNITED STATES 


Tue Apjuranr: Glorious in war, magnificent in peace, defender of all 
free men— The United States Army 


Caprain Rauscuer: Graduated from West Point in 1916, and 
with a distinguished record in combat in World War I. Serving as 
military attache in various countries in Europe. He further dis- 
tinguished himself in combat as commander of the 80th Infantry 
Division under General Patton. Early this year he left Europe and 
returned to this country to become Commanding General of the 
First Service Command. 


Upon receipt of an invitation to be present with us this evening. 
he requested the privilege of participating in our ceremonies and 
marching with us today. I give you a distinguished officer and 
gentleman, Major General Horace L. McBride. 


MAJOR GENERAL HORACE L. McBRIDE 


Your Excellency the Governor, Honorable Mayor, Honorable Commander 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, guests at the head 
table and gentlemen: 


May I digress for a moment before I respond to the toast? I did march 
and was able to keep up in this parade today, much to my amazement. Two 
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things have impressed themselves on me tonight. First, after listening to 
His Excellency the Governor and his Honor the Mayor, I understand why 
I am in the Army. And second, after watching His Excellency the Governor 
observe the election this afternoon with tears in his eyes, I still understand 
why I am in the Army. 


It is a privilege to represent the military service and respond to the toast 
to “The Army”. 


I speak for the Army of yesterday, which has during the 171 years of 
our national life been so instrumental in maintaining the unity of this 
nation; guarding its safety and keeping it secure among the nations of 
the world. 


I speak for the Army of today, which finds its soldiers stationed in the 
far places of the world striving to bring order and enduring peace out of 
the chaos resulting from the most destructive war in the world’s history. 


I speak for the Army of tomorrow, which will have the responsibility for 
safeguarding our nation in an age of super devastating weapons and which 
must ever be on the alert to provide our national security in the uncertain 
times ahead. 


The million men and women in our Army today are deeply appreciative 
of the public’s interest and confidence in them. They accept this demonstra- 
tion of support and confidence as a challenge to them to carry on the 
traditions of service and loyalty bequeathed to them by their predecessors 
from the active days of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company to 
the present and as an inheritance from those hundreds of thousands of 
American soldiers who gave their lives that we, living Americans of today 
and our children, might continue to live and enjoy the privilege of a free, 
united, and Independent American Republic 


Adjutant Flanagan then proposed: 


The Fifth Regular Toast 
Tue Navy or THE Unitep STATES 


Tue Apjsurant: Born on the shores of Massachusetts, we honor and 
support our first line of defense. There is no sympathy in our hearts for 
those who would remove one ship or one gun from our service. God Bless 
the Navy. 


Caprain Rauscuer: An Annapolis graduate with a distinguished 
combat record, possessor of the highest awards bestowed by a 
grateful Government. Decorated by both Great Britain and France. 
Presently the Commander of the First Naval District, Rear Admiral 
Morton L. Deyo. : 
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REAR ADMIRAL MORTON L. DEYO 


Captain Rauscher, Captain Brink, Your Excellency, Your Honor, Gover- 
nor MacLaren, distinguished guests, members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company: 

I want to refer to one or two things which His Excellency and His Honor 
have said. I particularly wish to refer to the implication of discipline. 
Whenever you talk about military forces, you mean discipline. This organ- 
ization is fully aware of that because this organization had the honor of 
training and participating in the Colonial Wars, the War of the Revolution, 
the War of 1812 and the subsequent wars in which this country has been 
engaged, as well as the vital duty of the training of young Americans for 
combat. Today we have read in the papers as His Honor has told you, the 
report of the Commission about Universal Service. It is not called Military 
Service. And why not? Because for some unknown reason the term “military” 
is anathema to certain people in this country. What is military service? 
It is discipline. Now, what is discipline? Policeman on the beat. If he wants 
to go off and talk to a girl or go off his beat when he is on duty, he is 
violating the discipline of his position, If a fireman decides he does not want 
to go to a fire, he is violating his discipline. A public official who refuses 
to perform the duties of his office is violating discipline. What is discipline? 


Discipline to my mind, gentlemen, is merely living up to the oath of your 
office. When foreigners come to the United States, they take an oath of 
allegiance to the United States of America. You and I did not take that 
oath of allegiance because we were born here. I must confess to being 
amazed that it is necessary for a President’s commission to study this 
question and decide that somehow it is necessary for the average American 
to learn discipline. Gentlemen, discipline begins at home, begins in the 
school days, begins in your first job. It carries through colleges. It goes 
through all walks of life. There is no man who is free. Let me give you 
my idea of discipline. 


During this war a cruiser which had been twice damaged, on the third 
time was going alongside an aircraft carrier which was burning, and she 
was going to save the men on board that carrier and put out the fire. She 
went alongside the carrier once, men jumped on board and took hoses over 
and almost had the fire out, when they had an air attack and submarine 
attack at the same time, and the cruiser had to shove off. The captain 
waited his time and came alongside again, with the carrier burning very 
badly. His crew were all on deck. Just as he was casting his lines to the 
carrier, the carrier blew up, its magazine blew up, and all the men on board 
the cruiser, which was the BIRMINGHAM, were injured. Half the ship’s 
company, 550 men, were either killed or wounded. 


That was not a usual situation, but it was a test of discipline. Every man 
in that crew responded. Three days later they came into the base in the 
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Pacific port where I was waiting for them, and I went on board as soon as 
they got in. I went to the captain, who was wounded but was carrying on, 
and I said to him, “I have heard great things about this crew and what they 
have done.” He said, “I will only refer you to the doctor of the hospital 
ship where my wounded were brought on board”. 


I went on board the hospital ship and the senior doctor said to me, “I 
have talked to all these men who were wounded, and every one of them says, 
‘Don’t take me aboard the hospital ship. Let me go back to the BIRMING- 
HAM. That is where I belong’.” 


Gentlemen, that is my idea of discipline. That is not the discipline of 
the Czar of Russia who walked up to his troops and said to a visiting 
potentate, “Here is a magnificent army. I have two million of these that I 
can sacrifice, if I wish.” 


That is the discipline of the democracy, where a team works together and 
works to the end of any job. 


Why should America be concerned about discipline in its young men? 
Frankly, I do not understand and I do not believe you do, why they say 
that the mothers do not want their sons to be regimented and to go into 
the military service. Perhaps they are right. But I can tell you this, that we 
have got an atomic bomb in the picture, and we had better learn discipline, 
whether it comes from Army or Navy or from civilians, because we are 
facing great issues and the test of our democracy is going to be the willing- 
ness of the average citizen to give a little of his sovereignty to somebody 
in authority. 


It is up to you who gets the authority. In the Civil War in the early days 
the companies used to elect their officers, and they soon got away from that 
because they used to elect the good fellows, and they found in the test of 
battle that it was not the good fellow and the politician who could bail 
them out, it was the sturdy, steady, intelligent person to whom they all 
looked up and respected. 


We are confronted with that situation today, and it seems to me that 
rather than require universal military service with a great bureauracy, 
somehow or other our schools and our colleges should he willing to give 
us the fundamentals which we need to carry us through and set the example 
for the world which the world expects of us. 


Adjutant Flanagan then proposed: 


The Sixth Regular Toast 
Tue Dominion oF CANADA 


Tue Apsurant: Our frontierless neighbor whose rich friendship and close 
understanding truly inspires the entire world. The Dominion of Canada. 
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Caprain RauscHer: Again we have an Honorary Member of 
the Company to answer the Sixth Regular Toast. We of the 
Ancients all love him and fondly call him “Larry”. No June Day 
Celebration is complete without his presence. I give you the Hon- 
orable D. Laurence MacLaren, Governor of the Province of New 
Brunswick. 

HONORABLE D. LAURENCE MacLAREN 

Captain Commanding and Excellency; my old comrades: 


First of all, I want to say it is a very great privilege for me to stand here 
and speak tonight for my country, Canada, and also to say to you that ten 
years ago today the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company honored me 
by making me an Honorary Member of the Company. When I say that 
to you, I say it also in a very personal strain, and perhaps briefly I may 
just mention that personal strain, that a young son of. mine, who was an 
officer in the Royal Canadian Artillery overseas, developed infantile paralysis. 
We sent him to Warm Springs, Georgia, and the doctors said to us, “We 
have got to get a radio for that boy,” and we couldn’t get one in the 
United States at that time because you were at war. I called my old friends 
in Boston, and within forty four hours there was a radio beside that boy’s 
bed. And I know that you will be interested to know that that boy is 
attending the university in Nashville, ‘and he has got his B.S. degree and 
his M.S. degree, and he wrote me the other day and said, “Dad, I have taken 
out my papers as an American citizen.” 


I was very proud the other morning when I landed here, and Colonel 
Malley met me with a Naval aide, because I have always thought a lot of 
the Navy. I was very interested in hearing your Governor and your Mayor 
speak as they did on the problems that we face today. In our country, just 
to the north of your big country, we, a small population, realize as you do 
that 3,000 miles of water means nothing now. And your great country, 
which today is the most powerful country in the world, linked up with us 
of the English Commonwealth of Nations, speaking one language, living 
by the same standards, we together are going to tell these people, whether 
they are Russians or Japs or whoever they are, that we are going to have 
the liberty that we know, and we are going to see that it is not destroyed. 


You know, when we look back on what we did, Britain is only a small 
island, but you have always got to remember that for a year and a half we did 
stand and take it alone, just as in the first World War. I remember I was 
at Vimy Ridge in those days in 1917 when we got word that the United 
States of America had declared war, and we just threw our hands up and 
cheered, for we knew then that we could go through to win. 


We don’t want war, we want peace. We want to live as you and I know 


how, and we can only do that if you and I speak that same language and 
if we stand together. 
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Adjutant Flanagan then proposed: 


The Seventh Regular Toast 
Tue AncieNT AND HonoraBte ArTiLLery Company oF MassAcnusetts 


Tue ApyuTanT: Three hundred and nine years young, proud of its ancient 
past, full of hopes for a glorious future, may the old Corps always “Carry On”. 


Captain Rauscuer: It is difficult for me to realize that in the 
accelerated tempo of our modern day, a full year has elapsed since 
I stood before you and pledged my service in the best interests 
of our Company. From my viewpoint, it has been a year of pro- 
found personal satisfaction. No one could have been the beneficiary 
of such a high quality of loyalty and co-operation, without an 
awareness of close association with you gentlemen, which the 
position of Company Commander of this august organization so 
abundantly affords. 


I am indeed happy to acknowledge with deepest gratitude the 
consistent willing support accorded my administration by my 
officer associates, sergeants, and all the members who contributed 
generously of time and talents. 


Tonight, I yield command to my successor, Captain John C. 
Brink. I give my own personal congratulations and sincere good 
wishes for his success and happiness. I bespeak for him your most 
devoted and loyal co-operation, that under his leadership we may 
go forward united and strong for the greater glory and tradition 
of our Ancient Corps. 


It now becomes my pleasure to hand over the gavel to our in- 
coming Commander, Captain John C. Brink. 


Captain Brink: Colonel Rauscher, His Excellency the Gover- 
nor, Lieutenant Governor of New Brunswick, Canada, distin- 
guished guests at the head table, comrades and friends: 


Colonel Rauscher, I want to thank you and your officers for the 


many courtesies extended to me since I was chosen Commander for 
the coming year, 


I want to say at this time that you, Colonel Rauscher, have 
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given us a splendid administration. Your Fall Trip to Ottawa was 
one of the best trips we have had for many years and has helped 
to cement the great friendship between two great nations, Canada 
and the United States. This has also placed you in a position 
where you will be long remembered as one of the finest Com- 
manders the Ancients has ever had. 


I want at this time to thank all of my comrades for the loyal 
support in selecting me their Commander for the year 1947-48. 
I ask every comrade of the Company for their help and support 
during my administration. 


I realize the time is getting late and I know you have other 
parties and activities and so, before I close the meeting, may I 
present my officers for the coming year. 


I would like to have our First Lieutenant E. Douglas MacPher- 
son stand and take a bow. [Applause.} My Second Lieutenant 
Edward J. Spry. [Applause.} I think our Adjutant is as well 
known as Fred Cook. I would like to introduce him again, General 
George G. Moyse. [Applause.] 


At most of our June Day Celebrations little mention is made 
of the incoming elected Sergeants, and I will just take a moment 
to read the names of the Sergeants of Infantry and the Sergeants 
of Artillery [doing so]. 


Now, my comrades and friends, this brings to a close the 
Three Hundred and Ninth June Anniversary of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company. Thank you very much for listening. 
and I declare the meeting closed.

In this time of flux and fear, the public observance of noble traditions 
has a power beyond our power to measure. It is with a high sense of 
privilege that I come to share in this significant and colorful ceremony. 


The first Christian sermon was that preached by Peter in Solomon’s 
Porch of the Temple. In the course of that address Peter referred to Jesus 
as “The Prince of life”” When Moffatt comes to translate the passage, he 
makes it read “the Pioneer of life.” 


At first blush “prince” and “pioneer” suggest almost opposite aspects of 
living. When we speak of princes, we think of royal ancestry and rich 
background, When we mention pioneers, we picture men of humble fore- 
bears and simple surroundings. Yet both words seem to fit the personality 
of Jesus. He had an air of mastery. He spoke as one having authority. 
His presence was so commanding that Roman centurions and rich young 
men recognized his power. When he stooped to the humble task of washing 
his disciples’ feet he said, “Ye call me Master and Lord, and ye say 
well, for so I am.” There was something lordly even in the stoop of Jesus. 
It is no wonder that Peter, his devoted disciple, referred to him as the 
“Prince of life.” In him were climaxed the spiritual prophecies and the rich 
past of the great Hebrew race.

But the word “pioneer” also belongs to Jesus. He started something so 
significantly new that our calendars are dated from his birth. The hinge 
of history is on the door of a Nazarene carpenter shop.®Jesus of Nazareth 
was the Prince and Pioneer of life. 


And we would think of him in this twofold aspect in the hope that it 
may suggest certain combinations which our day needs to make. Consider 
this first one. The word “prince” makes us think of background; the word 
“pioneer” turns our eyes to the foreground. And one combination which our 
day demands is a better blending of background and foreground in our 
thinking. In our time, as in Christ’s, there are sharp divisions between 
those who cling to the past, intolerant of change, and those who disregard 
the past, impatient of delay. The followers of Jesus the princely Pioneer 
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should go with neither group, but combine the valid emphasis of both 
They look back at what is behind in order that progress may be surer. 


The spirit of Christ renders to a person’s mind a service similar to that 
which the rear-view.mirror gives the driver of a motor car. The mirror 
enables the motorist to see the road behind without taking his main 
attention from the road ahead. And as we drive along our crowded high- 
ways, it is quite as important for us to see what is behind as to see what 
is in front. Especially is this true when we wish to make a left turn, for 
then comes the greatest danger of collision from the rear. 


Similarly in our personal and social progress, a view of the past is 
essential to effective advance. And especially is this true when we “turn 
left” toward the new or the liberal. We must take care in veering toward 
the new or the liberal. We must take care in veering toward the novel and 
the radical lest we be run into and wrecked by some old fallacy coming 
down the road with a fresh license plate. The true progressive safeguards 
his left turns by a survey of what has been tried before. 


This is true in all walks of life. Progress is made through capitalizing 
the wisdom of the past. In architecture, for example, our American designers 
are probably doing the most dynamically creative work in the world, but 
the good ones still study the classic models for their foundation principles. 
In civic life our institutions must be kept flexible enough to allow for 
growth, but it would be reaction rather than progress to ignore the teachings 
of history and turn from democracy to either fascist or communist auto- 
cracies, which are really old fallacies. In religion, just as Jesus did not 
come to destroy the law and the prophets but to fulfill them, so we in our 
time look back in order to go forward. 


We need the long background views to give us faith for the future. When 
we take the short immediate glimpse of our scene we easily become pessi- 
mistic; but when our eye sweeps the long cavalcade which has come down 
from the past we feel that the road is not blocked by those anti-Christian 
forces which temporarily hold sway. No greater service can be rendered to 
our time than that which comes from the study of our historic faith and 
church. 


Yet we must keep background and foreground in proper balance. We 
must not allow our regard for the past to make us fearful of facing the 
future. A few years ago a New York family, a husband and wife and their 
seven-year-old son, took the drive up Pike’s Peak. It is a road of thrilling 
curves. The driver delighted in driving as closely as possible to the edges 
of the cliffs and at the most hazardous points he would turn around and 
smile. Father and mother had a very dire time of it. But their son had the 
time of his life. The nearer the car came to the edge of the precipice, the 
farther over he would lean, thrilled at the sight. Now that lad was thinking 
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less about the Bible at that moment than his parents were, but nevertheless 
he was helping them illustrate a truth which appears in the Divine Book. 
The last chapter of Ecclesiastes says of people that as they grow old “they 
shall be afraid of that which is high.” 


Yes, one of the tragedies of age is this fear of that which is high. One 
of the secrets of progress is to retain the courage which faces the fore- 
ground unafraid while growing experience enriches the background. Such 
is the attitude of those who follow the Prince and Pioneer of life. 


Consider a second combination suggested by this twofold title-of our 
Lord. The word “prince” makes us think of government and organization. 
The word “pioneer” connotes individual effort and initiative. And one of 
the most difficult tasks of our day is to combine organizations and individuals 
without injuring either. Our crowded, complex modern world must have 
more organization than was necessary in the days of our forefathers. Motor 
traffic must be organized in a way never demanded by the horse-and-buggy 
era. We cannot leave our charity to the neighborly kindness of good 
Samaritans. It is not efficient nor even safe to live in the present high- 
powered world without adequate organization. 


Dean Wicks of Princeton reminds us that our grandfathers went to 
school in small, one-room schoolhouses, with doors and windows all on 
the ground floor. If a fire broke out there it was only necessary to raise 
the cry, “Fire! Everybody for himself,” and everyone could get out. But 
now our children, in the cities at least, attend school in large buildings 
several stories high, having perhaps three or four thousand pupils. If a 
fire should break out in such a structure and the cry went up, “Fire! 
Everybody for himself,” what would happen? It would mean panic, probably 
disaster and death, It is not safe to live in our inflamed and inflammable 
world on the old individualistic basis of an earlier day. We must develop 
methods of cooperation and group action. 


Yet along with this necessity of group action goes the danger of stifling 
individual initiative and responsibility. We cannot deny that public relief 
does sometimes cut the nerve of personal enterprise. We are also aware 
of the increasing tendency to let the government do what individuals ought 
to do for themselves. We know that as cities or churches grow in size, 
personal participation shrinks. Yes, the tendency of the times is to multiply 
organizations and lesson individual effort. And if that continues we shall 
kill the vital spark of government and religion. We must learn to do things 
together without weakening our willingness to do things for ourselves. 


The annals of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company reveal how 
significant has been the service of your individual members. You and your 
predecessors have built yourselves into the life of this city, this common- 
wealth and this nation. That spirit must be preserved.

Consider now a third combination suggested by the words of our twofold 
translation. The word “prince” suggests power over, the word “pioneer” 
suggests power for. Jesus as the Prince of life revealed an amazing power 
over persons and situations. He showed himself master of storms, of the 
minds and tempers of the crowd. In the midst of his popularity he did not 
lose his head; in the time of his desertion he did not harden his heart. 
Such mastery is a valid element in successful living. 


One objective of education is to give us control of the factors of our 
environment. To be the master of our work rather than a slave of routine, 
to keep one’s head when those around us are losing theirs, to find a way 
out when conditions seem conspiring to shut us in—these are forms of 
mastery which we desire. 


But greater than this cultivation of power over is the development of 
power for. Dr. Henry Link defines personality as “the extent to which an 
individual has developed habits and skills which interest and serve other 
people.” That definition runs rather gently parallel to Jesus’ rugged 
combination of self-development and service. The Master said to his 
disciples, “The rulers of the Gentiles exercise dominion over them,” but 
with his followers it was to be otherwise: “He that is greatest among you 
shall be your servant.” 


Once I thought that this statement meant merely that we should honos 
the servants of society, but I have come to believe that Jesus was saying 
something far more radical than this. He was telling his disciples that 
eventually the servants do rule. 


There are two ways of getting mastery. One is by the quick method ol 
force. Italy used it in Ethiopia, Japan in China, Germany in Czechoslovakia. 
But a rule so won is likely to be short-lived, for its subjects are restless. 
The second way of gaining mastery is through service. We can so serve 
the welfare of others that we become indispensable to them. In a yery 
real sense we thus achieve a power which none desires to displace. For this 
reason the Son of man, who came not to be ministered unto but to minister, 
retains his hold on the hearts of his subjects long after dictators have 
passed away. Japan may have spread herself over more of China in two 
years than the Christian missionary enterprise did in a century, but how 
lasting and how deep will be the sway of these quick, cruel conquercrs? 
Jesus outlived the Caesars who ruled when he was born, and he will out 
live the dictators who deny his power today. 


When the great ship Titanic struck the iceberg and sank some thirty 
years ago, an American publication carried two illustrations of the tragedy. 
One was a picture of the ship striking the iceberg and ripping open like 
a fragile eggshell. Underneath that drawing was this caption: “The weak- 
ness of man, the supremacy of nature”. The other drawing was of one of 
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the passengers on the ship, Mr. W. T. Stead, stepping back to give his 
place in the last lifeboat to a woman with a child. Underneath that picture 
was this caption, “The weakness of nature, the supremacy of man”. The 
qualities of honor and chivalry, of sacrifice and nobility still remains in 
the human breast, and under the leadership of the Prince and Pioneer of 
life, we can develop character able to match this difficult and dangerous time.
